The inventions relating to claims 1-22 are not disclosed in any of the documents cited in the 
ISR; therefore, they appear to be novel and involve an inventive step. 

In particular, a nonaqueous pressure-sensitive adhesive for medical tape preparation for 
percutaneous absorption containing, in a nonaquous solvent, a copolymer obtained by copolymerizing 
a (meta) acrylic monomer having an acetoacetyl group in a molecule, and other (meta) acylic 
monomer not having an acetoacetyl group or one or more types of monomers of copolymerizable 
vinyl monomers is not disclosed in any of documents 1-5 that are considered to be the most relevant 
prior art documents. 
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
